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Wat Sang Kratai In the past this temple was called "Temple of the Three 
Rabbits" is now a distorted Wat Sang Kratai. According to the people in 
the past, this temple was built before the Ayutthaya period. Previously, 
Wat Sang Kratai was abandoned for hundreds of years until they have 
found a chapel or the chapel with three chambers in the middle of the 
forest, surrounded by cubicles. At the present, wood from the cubicles 
were brought to build Wat Pai Lom. Only the chapel with three chambers 
with the side door were left. The first chamber is enshrined Luang Por 
Gaen, the great monk of Wiset Chaichan city. The middle chamber is 
enshrined Luang Por Wan Dee, Luang Por Si and Luang Por Suk. 
The last chamber is enshrined the great Naga and Pu Som for 
people to worship. The interesting thing of this temple 
is roots of trees are nestled upon the 
brickwork, creating an art of nature 
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Wat Chaiyo or Wat Ket Chaiyo was built during the Ayutthaya Period. It 
became significant during the reign of King Rama IV the Great. The 
venerable Somdet Phra Phutthachan (To Phromrangsi) of Wat Rakhang 
Khositaram built the large Buddha image in a subduing Mara gesture and 
placed it outdoor. However, the image collapsed soon after construc- 
tion. He re-built it in the same pose but smaller, covered it in plaster and 
without gold leaf. As the image could be seen from far, the villagers 
called it Luangpho To (meaning huge image). Further temple restoration 
during the reign of King Rama V the Great caused the collapse of the 
Buddha image again. The King then ordered the renovation of the image 
with steel bars inside. The new image was covered in gold leaf and 
monks’ robes and was given the new name by King Rama V the Great 
“Phra Maha Phutthaphim”. A new main chapel was constructed to 
house the new image. Upon the completion, King Rama V the Great 
established the temple to be 
one of the royal temples. 
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Court Doll Center is located in Wat Tha Sutthawat on 
the bank of Chao Phraya River, which is beautifully 
landscaped and beautiful. It is a 2-storey Thai style 
building called "Khum Suwannaphum". It is the 
workshop to produce dolls and souvenir products 
dolls along with OTOP products of Ang Thong 
Province. And as a learning resource, tou san see 
the demonstration of making dolls. Visitors can also 
: the dolls at the villagers’ houses who are very 
friendly. Each house will make different styles of dolls.
